South Australian Economic Indicators is a monthly publication which contains the latest available data at the time 
of preparation for a range of statistical serics that have been identified as indicators of economic activity in this 
State. In a number of cases the figures presented are preliminary and subject to revision in subsequent issues. 


Written and graphic commentary have been included for many of the selected series and analysis has been 
augmented with the calculation of the percentage change from the previous reference period together with the 
presentation of comparative Australian data. 


Time series information has been included to provide a historical perspective on many of the selected indicators. 
Future issues may be expanded to include further historical data in response to cxpressed user needs. This product 
is under continuous review and any suggestions for cnhancement will be welcomed. 


More detailed information on cach series. including explanatory and technical notes, can be obtained from other 
Australian Bureau of Statistics publications or alternative data sources. To assist those seeking further information 
a source publication for each of the series has been documented in the statistical sununary. 


This issue includes a special article entitled 4 Short History of Taxation in Austratia. Future issues will contain 
further articles on statistical topics which concentrate on longer term trends or other issues pertinent to the South 
Australian economy.

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REVIEW 


Overview 


State Accounts 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia 
has been increasing since January 1995 with the June 1995 estimate 
2.0% above the level of 12 months ago. 


The trend unemployment rate for South Australia declined steadiiy over 
the peried from January 1994 to February 1995, subsequently icvelled 
off, and then increased slightly between March and June 1995. 


The March quarter 1995 trend estimate (in seasonally adjusted current 
price terms) for private new capital expenditure in South Australia rose 
3.t% from the previous quarter. 


The trend estimate for dweliing units approved in South Australia 
during May [995 was 11.1% below the April 1995 level and 41.3% 
less than in May 1994. 


In the March quarter 1995 the Building Activity Survey recorded the 
lowest number of dwelling unit commencemenis in South Australia 
since the December quarter 1987. 


The provisional trend estimate for new motor vehicle tegistrations in 
May 1995 was 1.6% above the April 1995 estimate. This sertes has 
been moving upward since August 1994. 


The May 1995 retail trade trend estimate for retail sales in South 
Australia was 1.1% above the April estimate. This compared with an 
Australian risc of 0.6%. 


The value of overscas exports of South Australian produced 
conunedities for May 1995 was 3.3% higher than for the previous 
month, but 0.8% lower than the May 1994 figure. 


The nuniber of short-term overseas visitor arrivals to South Australia in 
April 1995 was 13.4% lower than in the previous month, but 12.6% 
greater than in April 1994. 


Gross State Product (GSP) trend estimates in 1989-90 prices fell 0.1% 
in the March quarter 1995 while final demand grew by 1.4%. 


Gross State Product (GSP) 


Gross State Product (GSP) trend estimates in 1989-90 prices showed little 
change (-0.1%) in the March quarter 1995 in contrast to the strong growth 
in final demand (up 1.4%). This was the fourth consecutive quartcr of 
negative growth in GSP, and over the year GSP has edged down by 0.8%. 
South Australia was the only State to record negative growth for both the 
March quarter and for the twelve month period to March 1995. (The 
national averages were 0.5% and 4.0% respectively.) 


Expressed in current prices, the rate of growth in GSP trend has also 
weakened with a rise of 0.3% in the March quarter and an increase of 2.8% 
over the year. (The national averages were 1.2% and 3.8% respectively.) 
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State Final Dernand 


International Accounts 


A major contributing factor in the weakening rate of growth in GSP has 
becn wages. salaries and supplements which grew by 0.1% for ihe second 
consceutive quarter, considerably below the increases experienced in the 
preceding nine quarters. Wages, salaries and supplemicnts grew 1.7% for 
the twelve months ended March £995 compared with the national average 
of 6.8%. 
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In contrast to the decline in GSP, growth in State Final Demand (trend in 
1989-90 prices} grew strongly by 1.4% in the March quarter 1995. At 
$.5% South Australia had the highest prowth rate of the States and 
Territories over the twelve months 19 March 1995. (The national average 
was 5.8%). 


A major contributor to the annual growth in State Final Demand was 
private gross fixed capital expenditure on equipment, which more than 
doubled over the year. 


Private final consumption expenditure remained strong with a 1.3% 
increase in the March quarter and 5.0% for the 12 months ended March 
(this was in line with the national average of 5.1%}. In contrast, 
povernment final consumption expenditure continued to decline, falling 
3.4% in the March quarter to a level 4.5% below that of a year ago. 


Exports 


Overseas exports of South Australian produced commodities for May 1995 
were valued at $330.2 milion. This was an increase of 3.3% over the 
previous month, but a fall of 0.8% from the May 1994 figure. 


The commodity group of metals and metal manufactures accounted for 
20.1% of South Australian cxporis. The leading destination was Japan. 
which took 21.7% of the total. The most prominent industry of origin was 
manufactured food. beverages and tobacco, which comprised 24.4% of the 
total value. 


imports 


Consumption and Investment 
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The value of overseas imports into South Australia (compiled from import 
documents lodged in South Ausitalia} amounted to $267.9 million in May 
1995, This was a rise of 6.1% over the April figure. and 26.5% above Mav 
1994. The Icading commedity group was road vehicles, parts and 
accessories which accounted for 21.7% of the total value. 


Retail Turnover 


The retail trade trend estimate indicates that monthly retail sales in South 
Australia increased by 1.1% in May 1995 compared with an Australian rise 
of 0.6%. For the first five months of 1995 the trend estimate has recorded 
growth of 1.1% or more cach month. This has been mainly attributable to 
an increase in turnover of 32.5% from the May 1994 figure for the 
hospitality and services group which saw the introduction of poker 
machines in Juby 1994. 
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In seasonally adjustcd terms retait trade in May 1995 decreased by 1.9% 
over April 1995. The retail tumover estimate in original (erms for May 
1995 was $735.4 million. an increase of 1.7% from April 1995 and 15.9% 
inore than the May 1994 total. 
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New Motor Vehicle Registrations

Private New Capital Expenditure 


Production 
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The provisional (rend estimate for new motor vehicle registrations in May 
1995 increased by 1.6% from April 1995. The trend estimate for 
registrations has been consistently rising since the most recent low in 
August 1994, The seasonally adjusted estimate for May 1995 increased by 
26.1% from April [995 and was 29.3% above the May 1994 figure. 
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in original terms ihere were 4.339 new motor ychicles registered in May 
1995. an increase of 55.7% from April 1995 and 34.1% from May 1994, 
For new passenger vehicles only, the leading makes registered in May 1995 
were Ford (778 vehicles), Holden (751), Mitsubishi (733), Toyota (506) 
and Hyundai (156). 


When the March quarter 1995 is compared with the March quarter 1994, 
the mumber of holiday flats. units and houses available for shor-term 
telling increased by 1.2%. Unit nights occupied decreased by 0.4% and 
the unit occupancy rate fell from 50.9% to 50.1%. Accommodation takings 
rose by 6.5% from $3.5m to $3.8m while average takings per unit night 
occupied rose from $59 to $63. 


The trend estimaic¢ (in seasonally adjusted current price terms} for private 
new capital expenditure in South Australia for tie March quarter 1995 was 
£563 million. The rise of 3.1% from the previous quarter followed rises of 
94%. 17.7% and 15.2% in the December, September and June 1994 
quarters respeclivcly and is an indicator of strong growth over this period. 
However. Uic last quarter has seen a flattening in the series. and the South 
Australian total for the quarter represented only 6.4% of the national 
figure. 


Private new capital expenditure in original terms for the March quarter 
1995 was $483 million, a decrease of 24.0% from the December 1994 
quarter. Buildings and structures accounted for $85 million, and 
equipment, plant and machinery $399 million. 


Dwelling Approvals 


The trend estimate for the number of dwelling units approved in South 
Australia during May £995 was 574. 11.1% below the April 1995 level and 
41.3% less Uhan in May 1994, The latest estimate continued the downward 
movement which began in August 1994. 


Nationally the trend for dwellimg units approved also continued its 
downward movement. The estimate of 11.931 was 2.6% lower than im the 
previous 1nonth and 26.7% below the May 199-4 figure. 


Dwelling Commencements 
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From the Building Activity Survey, it was estimated that 2.064 dwelling 
units were commenced in South Australia during the March quarter 1995, 
the lowest since the December quarter 1987. The latest figure represented 
a fall of 770 dwelling unils (27.2%) from the previous quarter and can be 
compared with a 22.9% fall nationally. The latest figure for South 
Australia was 19.0% below the total for the March quarter 1994 while the 
national decrease over the twelve month period was 13.6%. 
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Non-residential building valued at $35.4 million was approved in South 
Australia in May 1995. This was a 60.4% fall from last month's high of 
$89.3 million. Office projects accounted for $8.3 million, and education 
projects for $8.2 million. The South Australian share of the aggregate 
$954.7 million approved for non-residential building in Australia for May 
1995 was 3.7%. 


The total value of building work commenced during the March quarter 
1998 fell by $73.8 nullion or 20.9% (16.4% nationally) from the previous 
quarter to $278.6 million. the lowest for 8 years. Most of the decrease was 
accoumed for by a fall of $60.5 million in private sector residential 
commencements. Building commencements in South Australia comprised 
4.6% of the national total in the March quarter. 


Value of Engineering Construction 
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The total value of building work done during the March quarter 1995 was 
$314.3 million, also the lowest for 3 years. I represents a decline of $70.4 
million (18.3%) from the previous quarter and compares with a 17.6% fall 
nationally, Compared with the March quarter 1994. the latest figure for 
South Australia represents a 5.2% decrease in the value of total building 
work done, while the corresponding national movement was a 6.8% 
increase. 


Building work vet to be done was valued at $280.3 million at the end of 
March 1995, a fall of 8.5% from the previous quarter and the lowest since 
the September quarter 1984. Compared to a year earlier, work yet to be 
done was down 17.0% in South Australia but up 6.8% nationally. Work 
yet to be done in South Australia comprised only 3.1% of the national 
figure in the March quarter 1995. 


In the March quarter 1995, engineering construction work donc in South 
Australia fell by 8.4% (8.7% nationally) to $156.8 million. The latest 
figure for South Australia was 13.8% below the level of a year earlier, and 
compares with a 1.4% decrease nationally. 
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Consumer Price Index 


In the March quarter 1995 the all groups Consumer Price Index increased 
by 1.7% nationally and this contributed to an annual increase of 3.9%. The 
quarterly and annual movements for Adelaide were marginally lower ihan 
the national figures at 1.6% and 3.7% respectively. 


House Building Materials 


Non-house Building Materials 


House Prices 


In May 1995, Adelaide recorded an increase of 0.4% in the Price Index of 
Materials Used in House Building, the first rise for three months. This 
increase was similar to the movement in the weighted average for the six 
State capitals. Brisbane recorded the lowest rise (0.2%) and Perth the 
highest (0.9%). In the twelve month period from May 1994 Adelaide 
recorded a rise of 0.3%, The increases for the other Stale capitals over the 
period were: Sydney, 3.1%, Melbourne, 3.6%; Brisbane, 2.5%, Perth, 
4.1%: and Hobart, 5.1%. 
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In May 1995, Adelaide and Sydney both recorded rises of 0.4% in the Price 
Index of Materials Used in Building Other Than House Building. This was 
a greater increase than for the other State capitals. Perth recorded no 
movement in the Index, and Melbourne a rise of 0.1%, to be at the lower 
end of the scale. In the twelve month period from May 1994. the rises for 
each of the six State capitals were: Sydney. 3.1%, Melbourne. 2.4%, 
Brisbane, 3.6%. Adelaide, 2.8%: Perth. 3.7%, and Hobart, 3.5%, The 
weighted average of the six State capitals rose 3.0% over the same period. 
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Nationally, prices for established houses increased by 1.0% while project 
home prices decreased by 0.3% between the December quarter 1994 and 
the March quarter 1995. Over the same period, prices of established 
houses in Adelaide increased by 0.7%, while project home prices fell by 
0.5% On an annual basis, the March quarter 1995 prices for established 
houses rose by 3.3% nationally while the increase for project homes was 
3.2%. For Adelaide the increase for both established houses and project 
homes was 1.6%.

Unemployment 


The estimated resident population of South Australia at 31 December 1994 
was 1.471,871, an increase of 0.06% (916) over the September quarter, and 
0.35% higher than December 1993, This was well below the national 
annual growth rate of 1.1%, The low growth rate in this State was mainly 
attributable to a net culflow of 4.741 persons in interstate migration over 
the twelve month period. 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in South Australia has 
been increasing since January 1995. The June 1995 estimate (654,100) was 
2.0 per cent higher than the level of 12 months ago. 


The underlying trend estimate of employed persons in Australia has been 
increasing since February 1993, reaching 8,255,500 in June 1995. Over the 
past 12 months. full-time and part-lime employment have increased by 3.7 
and 6.8 per cent respectively. 
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The provisional trend estimate for the unemployment rate in Australia was 
8.3% in June 1995, continuing the general downward movement evident 
since January 1993. 


The trend unemployment rate for South Australia declined steadily from 
January 1994 to February 1995, but has subscquently levelled off and begun 
to increase slightly, reaching 10.1% in June 1995. ln the twelve months to 
June 1995, the trend unemployment rate for males increased from 11.0 to 
11.1 per cent, while the rate for females decreased from 10.2 to 8.7 per 
colt. 
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The proportion of employees who worked overtime in South Australia in 
May 1995 rose to 16.7% from 16.3% in February 1995. 


There were 189 working days lost through industrial dispuies in South 
Australia during April 1995. At less than one per cent of the Australian 
total (27,058 working days), South Australia experienced a very low icvecl 
of disputation. 


Tn the twelve months to April 1995, 24,400 working days were lost through 
industrial disputation in South Australia. 
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There were 6.612 short-term overseas visitor arrivals {o South Australia in 
April 1995, a fall of 13.4% from the previous month. but a rise of 12.6% 
over the April 1994 total. This movement is consistent with the Australian 
trend. 


The number of visttors to South Australia im the first four months of 1994 
was 27,542, an increase of 6.6% over the number of visitors who arreved in 
the first four months of 1994. This growth is largely attributable to an 
increase in the number of Asian tourists visiting Australia. 


Short term departures of South Australian residents in April 1995 totalled 
10.219. This number was 2.2% lower than in March 1995, and 4.1% less 
than in April 1994. 


The trend estimate for Ausiralian residents departing for short-term trips 
abroad continued to increase in April 1995, with a J.1% rise over the 
March aggregate. 


Average Weekly Earnings 


Average weekly ordinary time carnings of full-time adult employees in 
South Australia rose from $598.60 in November 1994 to $619.90 in 
February 1995. Maile full-time ordinary lime carnings increased from 
$619.90 in November 1994 to $648.40 in February 1995. Over the same 
period. the comparable carnings for females rose from $558.00 10 $560.80. 


Between November 1994 and February 1995, average weekly (otal carnings 
of all empioyecs in South Australia increased from $505.10 ta $527.90, 


Since the average of weekly carnings is an average of earnings across all 
employees. changes may occur through changes in employment as well as 
in pay levels.

Housing Finance 


Personal Finance 
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Over the 12 months to May 1995, the weekly award rates of pay index for 
full-time employees in South Australia increased by 1.0%. 


For full-time adult male employees. the largest annual movement of the 
index occurred in the recreation, personal and other services industry (an 
increase of 2.0% since May 1994). 


For full-time adult female employees. the largest anuual movement of the 
index occurred in the recreation, personal and other services industry (an 
increase of 1.8% since May 1994). 


In May 1995 total housing finance commitments for owner occupied 
dwellings increased by $43.5 million (20.6%) 1o $255.4 million from the 
April level. The main component, financing commitments for the purchase 
of established dwellings. rose by $25.6 million (19.5%) to $156.9 million. 
while commitments for the purchase of newly erected dwellings increased 
by $3.5 million (28.1%) to $16.0 million. Financing commutments for the 
construction of dwellings increased by $7.0 million (28.7%) to $31.6 
inition, but this is well below the record monthly figure of $57.4 million in 
May last year. 


Total housing finance commitments for construction of dwellings, purchase 
of newly constructed dwellings and purchase of established dwellings for 
each of the recorded five months in 1995 were significantly lower than for 
the corresponding months in 1994 and 1993. 


The trend estimate for total value of commitments excluding alterations 
and additions fell by $4.6 million (2.1%) to $211.6 million over the 
previous month, and by $85.6 million (28.8%) over the May 1994 figure. 
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During May. personal finance commitments rose by $33.2 million (20.9%} 
10 $191.8 million. This represents the highest May figure recorded over the 
past decade. Each of the first five months of 1995 has been significantly 
above the corresponding months for last year. 


The main category, sales of used motor vehicles and station wagons under 
fixed loan commitments, increased by $7.2 million (22.7%) to $39.2 
million during the month of May compared with $34.4 million in May 
1994. Sales of new motor vehicles and station wagons also increased 
significantly during the month, with an increase of $3.1 million (26.5%) to 
$14.8 million. 


Commercial Finance 


Lease Finance 


Total personal finance commitments under fixed loan commitments 
inercased significantly by $24.1 milion (23.60) fo $126.3 million in May 
1995. well above the corresponding month last year. Total personal finance 
commitments under revolving credit commitments rose by $9.1 million 
(17.6%) to $65.5 million. the highest monthly figure since June 1990. 


Total commercial finance cammiiments rose by $191.4 million (48.2%) to 
$588.8 million im May, which was $150.4 million (34.3%) higher than the 
corresponding month last year. Finance commitments under fixed loan 
facilities and commitments under revolving credit facilitics both also 
increased significantly. 
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Commitments under revolving credit facilities rose by $105.4 mullion 
(59.5%) to $282.4 million. Commitments made by the ‘Agriculture. 
forestry, fishing and hunting’ industry increased by $11.1 million (28.8%) 
and those made by the ‘Wholesale trade’ industry increased by $10.7 
million (21.5%). 


The value of goods under new finance lease commitments increased $11.7 
million (81.8%) compared with April 1995 to $26.0 million and was up by 
$3.5 million (15.3%) on the May 1994 figure. 


Lease commitments for new motor vehicles and station wagons not subject 
to depreciation, the largest category, increased by $1.7 million (40.5%) to 
$6.0 million. Used motor vehicles and slation wagons not subject to 
depreciation rose by $0.9 million (45.6%) to $2.9 million. New motor 
vehicles subject to depreciation more than tripled in valuc. up $1.3 million 
to a total of $1.9 million. Total moter vehicles under new finance leasc 
commilments increased by $4.9 million (52.2%) to $14.4 million. 


Other industries to expericnce falls in the value of goods under new finance 
lease commitments were consirucuion and earthmoving equipment, down 
$0.8 inillion (82.5%), and manufacturing cquipment also down $0.8 
million (52.3%). 


Two of the main increases in goods under new finance lease commitinents 
apart from motor vehicles were for ‘construction and carthmoving 
equipment’ up $1.7 million and ‘electronic data processing equipment’ up 
$1.4 million. 


Forward Outlook 


Composite Leading Indicator 


Australian Business Expectations 
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The Composite Leading Indicator (CLI) is a single time series produced by 
aggrcpaling eipht individual economic indicators. and has been developed 
by thc ABS as an experimental scrics to supplement existing forms of 
economic analysis and modclling. 


The CLI summarises the carly signals contained m a selection of economic 
indicators and is desipned to help in the detection of turning points 
between successive expansions and contractions of economic activity but 
docs not attempt to forecast the level of ccanomic activity, 


The main features of the Australian March quarter 1995 data were: 


* confirmation of the narrowing in the deviation of GDP(A) from its 
tong-term trend (predicted by the December 1994 CLD; 


* a continuation of the downward movement in the CLI evident since the 
June quarter 1994 peak. and the acceleration in this downward 
movement (-0.01% in the September quaricr 1994. -0.32% in the 
December quarter 1994 and -0.58% in the March quarter 1995). 


* an increasing unanimity among {LI components as the downward 
movement accelerates: seven of the eight components made negalive 
contributions to (he CLI, compared with six in the December quarter 
1994 (revised), and threc in the September quarter (revised). 


The quarterly data are released in more detail in the Austrafian Economic 
Indicafors (1350.0). The CLI was the topic of the Focus article in the 
September 1993 edition of South Australian Economic Indicators 
(1307.4). 


Surveys of business expectations have been a feature of the economic 
intelligence available to decision makers for a number of years. The main 
output from these surveys has been a qualitative indicator which provides 
the nel proportion of businesses predicting a rise or fall in future business 
conditions. Further details about these surveys which are conducted 
quarterly by the ABS are available in Australian Business Expectations 
(1240.0), the September 1994 edition of Australian Economic indicators 
(1350.6) and the May 1994 cdition of South Ausiralian Economic 
Indicators (1307.4).

A Short History of Taxation in Australia

PRE FEDERATION 
1799 - The first taxes 


The first taxes in the colonies were customs duty and 
excises levied to fund public works projects in New South 
Wales. In 1799 a call was made for voluntary 
subscriptions 1o rebuild the gaol which had been burnt 
down. The call failed to raise the required funds and so to 
make up the shortfall, the government levied wharfage 
fees on imports and excise dutics on locally produced 
spirits, wine and beer. A few years later in 1802 a fund 
was established to receive tax revenue for the construction 
of an orphanage. The taxes were a rum tax, an ad 
valorem duty on imports from Asia, port entry and exit 
fces, liquor retailing and auction license fees. wharf fees. 
fines and confiscations. fees on all grants of land and 
leases. 


By the 1850s most tax revenue was gathered from customs 
and excise but there were also a few imposis such as 
stamp duties and stock taxes. Initially. tanffs were 
extended only to luxury items. but by the 1840s duty had 
been levied on essentials such as flour and sugar. With 
tobacco and alcohol subject ta excises, the tax system at 
this point was "regressive". that is characterised by flat 
rale goods taxes with the tax burden = resting 
disproportionately upon the working classes. 


185 - Death Duties, the first direct taxation 


Taxes on the property of deceased persons was first 
introduced in New South Wales in 1851, then Tasmania 
in 1865, Victoria 1870, South Australia 1876, Queensland 
1886 and Western Australia 1895. 


1877-1915 - Land Taxes 


Land taxes were conceived both as a means of raising 
revenue and a means of breaking up pastoral monopolics 
and encouraging land improvement. The taxes werc 
initially levied in progressive rates on the valuc of 
unimproved land. 

1880 - 1907 Establishment of income taxation in all 
States 


Economic and budgetary difficulties experienced by some 
of the poorer governments led ihem to seek increased 
taxation revenuc. They chose to introduce income tax 
rather than increase customs duties to protectionist levels. 
The practice of income taxation soon spread to all States. 


In 1880 the Tasmanian government introduced a 
withholding tax on the distributed income of companies. 
The first general income tax was introduced in South 
Australia in 1884. This tax was radical because it was 
levied on individuals rather than families, probably as a 
resuit of the concurrent development of laws cnabling 
women to own property. Other states followed the 
practice of aiming taxes al the individual. 


Most of the income taxes started off as a flat rate. A 
general exemption was set at a level such that only those 
with relatively high incomes would be taxed. ; 


By 1907 ali Statcs had established income taxation. This 
table shows the progression froim State to State.

1901 - The Commonwealth takes over customs and 
excise taxation 


With Federation, the Commonwealth was granted a 
monopoly of custonis and excise taxation. Section 87 of 
the Constitution guarantecd that at least 75% of the 
revenue from these taxcs would be distributed back to the 
States for a minimum of 10 years aftcr Federation (the 
Braddon clause). Section 94 stipulatcd that starting from 
5 years afier Fedcration, the Commonwealth could also 
pay surplus revenue (o the States. The Constitution also 
allowed the Commonwealth to make grants to Siates in 
distress. 


The Constitution granted the Commonwealth government 
power to levy dircct taxation. but they did not take 
advantage of this for a decade or more. 


Free Trade Provision of the Constitution 


Section 92 of the constitution barred States from imposing 
taxes on goods imported from another State. 


1910 - National land 
Commonwealth government 


tax introduced by the 


The Fisher government (the first majority Commonwealth 
Labor government) introduced a national land tax to help 
finance the national old age pension which had been 
promised on Federation. The land tax was also an income 
redistributive measure because it had a graduated 
siructure that was intended to break up large estates. 
Earlier. in 1908 the Deakin government had set up trust 
accounts to form the basis of the pension. The accounts 
were financed through minning up a budget surplus by 
paying the States only their minimum redistribution 
entitlement and none of the surplus revenue. 


1910 - Excise and duty revenue redistibution replaced 
by fixed grants 


The Surplus Revenue Act 1910 replaced the original 
arrangements for the redistribution of customs and excise 
revenue. The new arrangements featured a fixed per 
capita payment to each State. plus some redistributive 
clement to address the special needs of Western Australia 
and Tasmania. 


1914 - National death duties. 


1915 - National income tax introduced by Hughes 
government. 


The first world war disrupted world trade and brought 
about a declinc in revenue from duty and excise. The 
federal government was forced to levy new taxes to 
finance the war effort and make up the shortfall in the 
other taxes, The first national income tax was designed 
by the Australian Statistician, Sir George Kintbbs. It was 
widely admired by other governments. Initially. the tax 
applied only to the rich, with most wage and salary 
earners exempt. 


So from 1915 right up until 1942 there was a double 
taxation of land and incomes. 


1919 - WA agreed to 
administer its income tax. 


1923 Alt States (except WA) agreed with the 
Commonwealth to administer income tax on their 
behalf. 


let the Commonwealth 


1927 - The Financial Agreement 


In 1927 Federal legislation was brought forward to 
terminate the per capita surplus revenue payments to Lhe 
States. In return the Commonwealth would surrender to 
ihe States land tax, estate taxcs, enterlainment tax and 
40% of income tax on companies and individuals. There 
was preat opposition by the Stalcs to this Icgislation, 
especially mow that the interest ou their debt was 
becoming more difficult to service. 


Instead of the original contentious legislation a more 
satisfactory settlement was reached later in that year 
which tied the issue of tax revenue redistibution to debt 
management and interest repayment. The per capita 
payments would cease, but in exchange: 


> the Commonwealth would take over all the public 
debts of the States: 


- the Commonwealth would pay a significant part of the 
interest on that debt From ils revenues: 


sinking funds would be established in respect of 
existing debt and new borrowing and __ the 
Commonwealth would make significant contributions 
to these: 


existing debt and future borrowings would be managed 
by the Australian Loan Council, made up of 
representatives of State and Federal governments. 


The Commonwealth contribution towards the interest on 
State debt and ils contributions to the sinking funds more 
than offset the previous per capita payments. 


1930 - Federal Sales Tax. 


Sales taxes. initially set at a rate of 2.5%, were introduced 
by the Commonwealth in 1930 to replace falling customs 
and excise revenue. Shortly after, the ratc was raised to 
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6% because in the depressed ctivironment the lower rate 
did not achieve ils revenue targets. 


1933 - Establishment of the Commonwealth Grants 
Commission 


The Commonwealth Grants Commission was originally 
an independent non-official body that recommended levels 
of special grants to be paid by the Commonwealth to the 
State governments. 


The Commission was set up to formalise the allocation of 
what had previously been ad-hoc grants to Statcs in 
financial difficulty and at the same time placate a growing 
sense of resentment towards the Commonwealth. The 
resentment had reached alarming proportions in Wesiern 
Australia where in a 1933 referendum two thirds of the 
electorate expressed their desire to secede from the 
Commonwealth, The Grants Commission originally 
rejected claims that the States problems were due to a 
dwindling {ax revenue resulting from Federation and ihe 
termination of the surplus revenue redistribution, hawever 
grants were to be determined by relative fiscal need and 
this depended to a great extent on a State's revenue raising 
capacity (Prest and Mathews, pp 182, 183). 


Originally the fiscal nced was calculated by a comparison 
of the per capita budget result of the claimant State with 
(he average budget results of non-claimant States. There 
were some adjustments made to ensure comparability of 
State budgets and to reflect effort spent in raising revenue 
or economy spending it. 


The Commonwealth took over income taxation in 1942 
and agreed to compensate the States with reimbursement 
grants. So from 1942 large general purpose grants 
became pavable to all States, in addition to special grants 
paid to claimant States. 


The Cominonwealth Grants Commission Act 1973 
established the Commission as a statutory authority with 
“its main task te recommend to the Commonwealth 
Government, for consideration al annual financial 
Premiers’ Conferences, the shares (relativilics) for each 
State [and Territory] of the pool of general revenue and 
hospital funding grants made available by the 
Commonwealth" (Commonwealth Grants Commission. 
Sixticth Report, 1993, pl). The total pool is determtned 
by the Commonwealth Government and the Premiers’ 
Conference. The “relativilies" are derived by assessing a 
State's relative difference in "revenue raising capacity and 
costs of providing services" (Prest and Mathews. p183). 


1937 Uniform Income Tax Act 


There had become a proliferation of income taxes of 
varying rates across the States and this Act of Federal 
Parliament was directed at achicving a degree of tax 
harmony across the States and the Commonwealth. 


1941 Payroll Tax 


The Menzics government introduced this indirect tax 
which was to be levied on the value of employers’ payrolls. 
Revenue raised was to be paid into the National Welfare 
Fund for child endowment. 


COMMONWEALTH MONOPOLY OF 
TAXATION 


INCOME 


1942 - Uniform National Income Tax 


A uniform Federal tax schedule is introduced to replace 
separate State and Federal income taxes. The Report of 
the Committee on Uniform Taxation, chaired by Professor 


recommended a new federal sclicdule 
structured to raise the same amount as the combined 
previous axes. It also recommended that the 
Commonwealth income tax take priorily over any Slate 
income tax and any State retiring from income tax 
collection be paid a grant in compensation for lost 
revenue. It was recommended that the scheme cperate for 
the duration of the war plus one year afler. The 
Commonwealth then legislated to bring — the 
Tecommendations into effect. 


RC. Mills, 


The States rejected this tax plan and four Statics 
unsuccessfully challenged the Commonwealth Icgisiation 
in the High Court. As one result of the challenge. the 
Commonwealth was no longer bound to limit the duration 
of ihe scheme, and later decided to conlinuc with it 
indefinitely. 


New Federal direct taxes 


Gift duties, taxes on dividends and gold taxes were 
introduced in the war years. 


1944 - Pay As You Earn (PAYE) introduced 


This method of tax collection at source had carlier been 
pioneered by South Australia during the depression ycars 
when the government of that State had to accept tax paid 
in instalments. 


THE ENTRENCHMENT OF MASS TAXATION 


During the second world war increascs in wartime 
taxation extended the tax burden to the majority of adult 
workers, This lax increase was originally intended to be 
temporary, but in 1945 the Chifley government converted 
it into a ‘Social Services Contrtbulion'. to be retained 
indefinitely. In the carly 1960s the Menzics government 
absorbed the contribution into general income iax rates. 


POST-WAR STATE TAXATION 
The States were faced with a diminished taxation base as 
a result of the Commonwealth assuming  sojc 


responsibility initially for customs and excise duty. and 
later for income taxation. The situation was made worse 
with a series of High Court rulings establishing that any 
tax on a commodity was in fact an excise. Although. as a 
consequence of these rulings. the High Court did nol 
allow consumption taxation by tlic States, it did allow 
franchise taxes. 


The overall effect of the diminished taxation base. 
especially after the Federal assumption of income taxation 
was the States’ loss of their financial and budgctary 
independence. "In 1938+39, [State governimenis| collected 
half of all taxes in Australia: only one tenth of their 
revenues caine from the Commowealth" {(Julic P. Smith, 
p74), After the war States became dependant on 
Commonwealth grants. 


Post-war State taxation revenuc came mainly from 
gambling levies, stamp duties, payroll taxes and motor 
vehicle taxcs. Death and gift dutics were abolished by 
State and Federal goveruments by the carly 1980s. 
Although the Menzies governmeiut abolislicd federal land 
taxes in 1952. they continued in the States. cvolving into a 
tax on capital wealth and a means of raising revetue to 
pay for local government services.
